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Algiers Rebellion 
Ends; One Leader 
Held, Other Flees 


AI.Glh^nS fAPi — The F'rench 
in-iurrection in Algiers ended in- 
gloriously Monday with one of the 
two leaders in custiidi' and Lbe 
other in flight 
The last die-hards marched out 
of the barricades after getting a 
harsh army dictate to form a unit 
With the French F'oreign Legion 
to fight .Algeria’s Moslem rebels 
or go home and face possible trial 
for subversion 
Moving firmly to end the eight* 
day uprising, President Charles de 
Gaulle's government laid down the 
unbending alfernati\es. They were 
relayed to the insurgents by a 
paratroop colonel at a meeting be­ 
hind the barricades Sunday night. 
A government spokesman said 
420 of the insurgents who sur­ 
rendered with their goateed mili­ 
tary leader, Pierre Lagaillarde, 
agreed to serve with the Legion 
as a st>ecial unit. Gen. Jean Crep- 
in. Algiers corps commander, said 
they would fight the Algerian na­ 
tionalists who have been in revolt 
against FTench nile for fi\e years 
Rebel Political Boss F'lees 
Lagaillarde. 29. a deputy in the 
French Parliament, was m the 
hands of the authorities, and his 
fate apparently will be considered 
separately. 
.loseph Ortiz, the saloon keejier 
who was political boss of the in- 
surre<’tion. fled as his comrades 
filed out of the barricades to sur­ 
render. The spokesman had no 
news of his whereabouts. 
The spokesman said all the men 
with Lagaillarde had been told 
they could return to their families 
but that if they did so they faced 
investigations 
These investigations would be 
made by authorities sent from 
Paris, 
not 
local 
officials 
who 
“ 
might be .sympathetic. Those in­ 
surgents would be tried who were 
found to have participated in an 
“ attack on the internal sec*urity of 
the state," the .spokesman said. 
The investigations also appar­ 
ently apply to all the men who 
were in the barricades at one time 
or another during the uprising. 
20 Died In Opening Battle 
The settlers’ rising that began 
Jan. 24 with a street battle in 
which 20 died collapsed without 
another shot fired, 
The insurgents were loaded into 
army trucks and taken to a camp 
near Algiers.

Debate Over The 
‘Two Kinds Of Gap 


The American public suffers from one grave 


disadvantage in judging the current debate over 
whether this country’s defenses are adequate to 
deter Russia or are woefully weak. The average 
citizen does not have and is 'not likely to get 
access to secret intelligence reports on Soviet 
military capabilities on which the Administration 
bases its decisions. 


But the debate has been illuminating be­ 
cause it has brought out that there is a great 
deal of difference between the widely-discussed 
missile gap and the newly named deterrent gap. 
There is an equally wide margin between what 
Russia probably will do and what she possibly 
might do. 


There is no disagreement on one point. 


There will be a wide and alarming missile gap a 
few years hence. The Soviet I'nion, which em­ 
barked on a missile program several years before 
the I ’niter! States, may have three times as many 
missiles as the U. S. does before long 
It will 


also have missiles with a great deal more thrust. 
It would be folly not to speed efforts to 


catch up. But the decision for peace or war may 
not he made on the basis of missile stockpiles 
alone. 
What is more important is whether the 


U. S. possesses the capacity to strike a crippling 
blow at Russia or whether the Kremlin fires the 
first shot. 
As long as America possesses this 


power there will be no deterrent gap and the 
Soviet Union may fear to risk a war. 
In the opinion of President Eisenhower and 


his chief military' advisers — an opinion not 
concurred in by Congressional critics — there 
Is no deterrent gap and there is not likely to he 
one in the next few years. But it would he naive 
to contend that the U. S. has not made serious 
errors of judgment in planning its defense pro­ 
gram or that there is no room for criticism of 
present efforts. 
Unless there is acceleration of the missile 


program, the Soviet Union's military capabilities 
will continue to grow more rapidly than those 
of the U. S. 
And in time there would be no 


doubt as to whether the missile gap had become 
a deterrent gap fatal to the peace and security 
of the free world.

In some homes the 
contamination is beyond belief 
Eliminating the worms from 
the body is the first step in 
eradicating the pests

hygiene is maintained and all the 
eggs in the household are de­ 
stroyed Clothing, bedding, furni­ 
ture, rugs, and other contaminat­

ed to the original owners 
Rut 
where private property has been 
confiscated and then covered by 
large state-owned or municipal- 
owned apartment houses, as in 
Warsaw and M o t'ow 
re'urn of 
the 
land seems almost impos­ 
sible 
In short, there is a good 
chance that the sugar lands of 
Cuba which have been taken 
from American corporations will 
he returned to them so long as 
they remain farm land and are 
nor built upon 
Wall Street however does not 
know whether it would be pos­ 
sible to return to their rightful 
owners the stocks and

The Dow-Jones Indus­ 
trial Average was about 600 a 
year ago It reached a high of 
678 in August and another high 
of 685 on January 5, 1960 Then 
it began to slide off and is now
